Former Principal 
Passes at Lethbrk’ge 

Owen Williams, 69, a prominent 
Southern Alberta educator and 
superintendent of schools for the 
Lethbridge School Division No. 7 
from its founding in 1936 to 1951, 
died Monday at his home at 532 
15th St. S„ 

Mr. Williams served as inspector 
of schools in the VegrevHV: and 
Cardston inspectorates pi or to 
coming to Lethbridge. 

Born in Wales, he gra uated 
from the University of W es at 
Bangor with the degree of ' ache- 
lor of Arts. He came to C nada 
with a touring Welsh choir a .d de¬ 
cided to stay here and cc tinue 
his teaching career. His first cach¬ 
ing was done in a rural chool 
north of Milo. He served as prin¬ 
cipal at Ponoka, Claresholi i and 
Coleman. 

In 1920 he was made ins lector 
Snof schools and was in the Jard- 
ston inspectorate from If 9 to 
1923. He then moved to Veg eville 
where he stayed for seven y< ars. 

In 1931 he was transfer: 2 d to 
Lethbridge and was inspecto ■ here 
until the Lethbridge Schools Divi¬ 
sion was formed in 1936 wlen he 
became superintendent of schools. 
He held this position until his re¬ 
tirement in 1953. 

In addition to playing a promi¬ 
nent part in education, he took an 
active part in civic organizations 
in the city. 

He was a member of No. 4 North 
i Star Lodge; a member of the Leth¬ 
bridge Public Library Board, and 
secretary of the senior citizens’ 
home board. Mr. Williams was a 
past member of the choir of the 
former Knox United Church and 
was a member of the Southminster 
United Church at the time of his 
death. 

Awarded Medal 

In recognition of his many years 
of service to the field of education 
and public service, he was awarded 
the Queen Elizabeth II Coronation 
Medal in June of 1953. 

He married the former Lilian 
Albright in Edmonton in 1919. 

Surviving are his widow; a son, 
Douglas, in Toronto; a daughter, 
Gwen, wife'of Dr. R. Pullen of the 
Columbia Medical School in Mis¬ 
souri; and two grandchildren.

Most up-to-date 

Rear-Admiral J. G. Knowlton, 
chief of naval technical services, 
told reporters - the St. Laurent is 
"the most up-to-date anti-sub¬ 
marine vessel in the world.” It 
should remain up-to-date “a fair 
number of years. 

There are some pretty revolu¬ 
tionary things about the St. 
Laurent. One is her design. She 
has a rounded hull—that is, there 
are no sharp edges—and she rides 
lower in the water than the or¬ 
dinary destroyer. 

And the captain no longer fights 
his ship from the bridge. He op¬ 
erates instead from a room behind 
and below the bridge and from 
which he can’t see a square inch 
of sea. 

In this room are packed tables 
and gear which give the .captain 
a complete picture of everything 
going on around, above and below 
his §hip. 

“The captain who used to use 
his eyes and voice on the bridges 
now plays a chess game down 
here,” an officer said. 

Because there are few port¬ 
holes, and none on the fighting 
decks, the ship can be completely 
sealed against an atomic dusting 
or chemical attack. She can hose 
herself down without a man ever 
having to appear on deck.

Simple device latest wrinkle 
in campaign against alcoholism

‘Woeful’ shortage 
of engineers 

A million-dollar survey to find 
means of relieving a “woeful” 
shortage of engineers was propos¬ 
ed recently by S. C. Hollister, dean 
of engineering at Cornell Univer¬ 
sity, in a paper submitted to the 
annual meeting of the Engineers 
Council for Professional Develop¬ 
ment. 

He recommended that the coun¬ 
cil make the study. 

Dean Hollister said only 17 per¬ 
cent of boys reaching 18 have the 
qualifications to take a profession¬ 
al course and about one-quarter 
of these go in fop engineering. 
This is woefully short of what is 
required to keep up with the ex¬ 
panding economy.

A simple, three-colored card¬ 
board device—a wheel set in a 
chart—is the latest wrinkle in the 
campaign against alcoholism being 
waged by Dr. Gordon'Bell, of the 
Bell clinic in Toronto. 

Known as an Alcodial, the de¬ 
vice is described,, as "a slide rule 
of alcoholic patterns” and was 
worked out by Dr. Bell and Dr. 
J. K. W. Ferguson of Connaught 
Laboratories. 

It isn’t a precise instrument, -the 
doctors explain, but it’s a valuable 
educational tool and a help in es¬ 
tablishing whether a person’s 
drinking patterns are potentially 
dangerous. 

The Alcodial is quite simple to 
operate. The worried drinker 
points an arrow on the wheel to 
figures corresponding to the num¬ 
ber of drinks he’s had, refers to 
his body weight and with a simple 
bit of calculation involving the 
time he has been drinking decides 
where he’s heading. 

If calculations put him in the 
red section of the gauge he may 
be in trouble. If he lands 
yellow, he should use caution. If 
in the green, he’s all light. 

Twenty of the gadgets havi 
ready been ordered by Ontario 
Provincial Police, who believe it 
may be valuable in such things 
establishing the truth of state¬ 
ments by drivers about how many 
drinks they've had. 

Principally, however, Drs. Bell 
and Ferguson see the Alcodial as 
a means of educating people 
good drinking habits and showing 
the social drinker how his imbib¬ 
ing might get out of hand. 

For purposes of the test, an 
ounce and a half of liquor or a 
pint of beer constitute a drink. 
Body weight, Dr. Bell says, has a 
direct bearing on the blood alcohol 
level and consequently on the 
amount a drinker can consume. 
These and the time factor are 
pressed in logarithmic curves 
the Alcodial, thereby determining 
a drinker's pattern. 

There are several factors which 
tend to offset the gadget’s accu¬ 
racy in some cases. For example, 
if a man or woman eats 
■drinking the blood alcohol level 
will be lower, and the same holds 


in cases wh( 
much diluted. 

Dr. Bell said th«t ‘a drinker’s 
mental attitude can affect his de¬ 
gree of intoxication, too. For in¬ 
stance, a drinker tends to be less 
intoxicated if mentally or emotion¬ 
ally stimulated when the body se¬ 
cretes substances designed to keep 
the person alert. 

“The Alcodial,” he said, “is 
meant only as a guide to the aver¬ 
age drinker in the average situa¬ 
tion.”

This is a problem that has both¬ 
ered the fight crowd for a long 
time—can a boxer beat a wres¬ 
tler ? And many years ago, a fight 
was staged to find out the answer, 
between world middleweight box¬ 
ing champion Billy Papke and 
world middleweight wrestling 
champion Farmer Burns. 

Burns handled Papke very 
quickly, pinning him and fasten¬ 
ing his arms behind his back with 
his shoelaces. 

It appears that unless the boxer 
can seriously daze the wrestler 
with his first punch, the wrestler 
will be able to slap a hold on him. 
And that's^the end of the boxer. 

Should you rub a 
Charley horse?

COUNTRY DANCING 

I read a lot of papers, from all 
'parts of Canada. When I put the 
'information together, It often N 
makes a very strange brew. 

For example, I have been read¬ 
ing in several weekly papers the 
controversies over water works. 
Such local battles rage at this mo¬ 
ment in four communities I know 
about, from Manitoba to Quebec 
and Nova Scotia. The younger el¬ 
ement are determined to have in¬ 
door plumbing, no matter what it 
costs; but oldsters, on pensions, 
simply cannot afford to pay for 
such luxuries; After reading all 
this, I happened to pick up a copy 
of "'the Dalhousie Review in which 
Robert F. Legget discussed the ill- 
fated Massey Report. It was a sur¬ 
prise to me to note the relation¬ 
ship of his article to a fight over 
water works in Manitou. 

Said article, by Mr. Legget, de¬ 
plored the very few references, 
direct and indirect, to the physical 
basis of life in Canada today’ to 
be found in the Report. Well, I 
have been complaining about the 
same thing in this newspaper co¬ 
lumn ever since the Massey Report 
came out. It was one of the fuz¬ 
ziest reports ever concocted. Just 
what might have been expected 
from a group of professors with 
Victorian ideas about art, culture 
and science. 

Ecstatic about Canadian folklore 
and country dancing, they were 
completely unaware that a great 
deal of country dancing these 
frosty winter nights is done along 
little paths that lead from the 
back door of the big house to the 
little house out back. So they for¬ 
got that one of the duties of 
science is to improve the physical 
_ basis of our lives. They turned out 
a Report which, when implement¬ 
ed, meant spending forty to fifty 
million dollars a year of our mo¬ 
ney to see Canadian boys and girls 
dancing ballet on TV screens. 

Perhaps it is true that older 
folks in small towns can’t afford 
water works. If so, lit is a shameful 
thing that our government spends 
millions on culture via the C.B.C. 
and NjF.B., etc. An indoor bath¬ 
room is an important part of cul¬ 
ture, for my money. Let the Royal 
Commissioners try a bit of coun¬ 
try dancing themselves some Jan¬ 
uary night and they would see the 
point. 

The Chain-Reaction 
01100 Workers / 

There is a growing concern in 
some quarters in Calgary about 
the prospects of attracting new 
industry to the city. 

Several reasons exist for this, 
one being the fact that more than 
300 per cent of the city’s labor 
force find its livelihood in the 
construction industry. And should 
any serious decline in the demand 
for new housing make itself felt 
the proportion of the labor force 
affected mould have very serious 
repercussions throughout the com¬ 
munity. 

This point is well taken because 
such a situation could occur at 
almost any time without necessari¬ 
ly being related to a national eco¬ 
nomic trend. If it should be con¬ 
nected to outside economic fac¬ 
tors, the resulting situation would 
be made much more perilous for 
everybody. 

The extent of the possible chain- 
reaction under such circumstances 
as Calgary finds itself in is, per¬ 
haps, too little realized. But that- 
is understandable considering the 
lack of specific knowledge which 
has been made available to the 
public on the advantages and ben¬ 
efits which new industries bring 
to communities. 

An appreciation of the chain- 
reaction set up by a new industry 
in a community may, then, also 
serve the purpose of providing a 
clue to the widespread effect of 
any serious decline in such a large 
industry as the construction one. 

An assessment of the benefits 
were made recently by Mr. T. A. 
Rice, president of the Canadian 
Manufacturers’ Association, in an 
address at Chatham, Ontario. 
Quoting figures obtained in a sur¬ 
vey made in the United States, 
in a section where industrial de¬ 
velopment and expansion are 
about the same as in Canada, Mr. 
Rice said that for every 100 new 
manufacturing workers moving in¬ 
to a district, the over-all popula¬ 
tion of the community increased 
by 290; households increased by 


112; 74 additional persons were 
given employment and school en¬ 
rolment was increased by 51. In 
addition, retail sales increased by 
$360,000; personal income by$590,- 
000, bank deposits by $270,000, 
four new retail establishments 
came into existence, passenger- 
car registrations increased by 107, 
truck and bus registrations by 38 
and 70 new residential telephones 
were installed. 

With all this coming from the 
arrival of 100 new manufacturing 
workers, what would the chain- 
reaction be if a slump occurred in 
Calgary’s building trades? The re¬ 
sult could be appalling and every 
effort to correct the situation must 
be given full public support.

REACHNG OUT IS HALLMARK 
OF CHRISTIANITY 

“Outreach” is a good word for 
the Christian church. It began by 
reaching out, and missionary en¬ 
thusiasm and activity have been 
its deepest characterizations thru 
the ages. 

Jesus reached out for His first 
disciples, fie did not take those 
nearest at hand, or those among 
the officially religious, to whom 
a religious leader might naturally 
have appealed. He reached out 
into the common life, and took 
fishermen and others of lowly, 
but very active, occupations to be 
of the inner circle, 

He wanted workers—those who 
would be fishers of men—reach¬ 
ing out and gathering others into 
the Christian way. 

Even if the disciples had not 
been ready and willing to obey 
the Master’s command to go into 
all the world and preach the Gos¬ 
pel to every creature, events gave 
them little choice. The persecu¬ 
tion that broke out scattered them 
but they had learned well the Mas¬ 
ter’s lesson, and everywhere they 
went they proclaimed the truth 
and won disciples. 

The world needs as never be¬ 
fore the saving, healing, purging 
power of Christianity and the 
church; and the church, if it will, 
can meet that need as never be¬ 
fore. The church—that is, the 
people in it—must, in these days, 
manifest in new and powerful 
ways the “outreach” in which the 
church began. 


Newly developed 
plastic wing 
for missiles 

A newly developed plastic wing 
that eventually may have wide¬ 
spread use in the aircraft industry 
is bging tested at the Cornell Aero¬ 
nautical Laboratory. 

'Research scientists at the lab 
carne up with a fabricating tech¬ 
nique for reinforced plastics. Its 
use is being turned to guided mis¬ 
sile production. 

The Glenn L. Martin Aircraft 
Co. is now experimenting with the 
CAL-developed eight-foot plastic 
wing in place of an aluminum 


structure in its KDMI guided mis¬ 
sile. The wing, according to CAL, 
weighs six percent less than its 
aluminum counterpart and re¬ 
quires about 30 percent fewer 
man-hours of fabrication. 

Favorable tests have led the 
armed services to request further 
research on the unique wing, said 
to retain its strength well at tem¬ 
peratures up to 400 degrees. Most 
foamed plastics lose their strength 
at half that temperature. 

The CAL process consists of 
foaming a low-density, high- 
strength plastic core inside a 
mould, then applying a skin of 
glass fabric, impregnated with re¬ 
sin in a “sandwich" pressing treat¬ 
ment.

This 
cu’.swn was picked out as an ideal 
background to set off formal eve¬ 
ning dresses.

No other' paper has been 
or will be printed with the same 
patterns as those chosen by the 
queen.

WEEKLY BIBLE COMMENT 
Jesus’ gift is Life of the Spirit 
^.y.-The raising of Lazarus from the 
dead, as recorded in John, the 
bringing to life from the dead of 
the son of the widow of Nain, 
in Luke, and the Resurrection of 
Jesus Himself are the only in¬ 
stances of bringing to life from 
the dead recorded in the Gospels, 
In the case of the widow’s son 
a plausible explanation might be 
that the boy was apparently dead, 
but actually in a trance. But in 
the case of Lazarus no such plaus¬ 
ible explanation is possible, for 
the record specifically states that 
Lazarus had been dead four days 
and mortification had set in. 

So the event as recorded is 
wholly and completely miraculous, 
with no explanation whatever but 
in the lifegiving power of Christ. 
Why, then, with His lifegiving 
power, did Jesus exercise it only in 
these instances? 

Jesus Himself never set the mir¬ 
acle as being of primary import¬ 
ance. His supreme appeal was 
spiritual. To accept His words, to 
follow His example and to find 
new life through the Gospel of 
the grace of God—these purposes 
stand out as above all else. 

The Gospels might easily have 
been compiled wholly of miracul¬ 
ous things, but it is evidence alike 
of their greatness and of their au¬ 
thenticity that Jesus stands out 
in their pages, not as a great mag¬ 
ician, but as a great Saviour. 

His supreme mission has not 
been to raise men from physical 
death to physical life, but to bring 
men from the death of sin to the 
life of righteousness and the joy 
and blessedness of the New Life 
in Him.

We are not developing our coun¬ 
try to suit the needs of Cana¬ 
dians. stated D. W. Ambridge, pre¬ 
sident of Abitibi Power and Paper 
Co. in a Montreal Canadian Club 
address reported in The Finan¬ 
cial Post. 

The truth is that we are devel¬ 
oping to a great extent, as a source 
of raw materials to supply the 
needs of the citizens of the United 
States. There is only one thing 
with this state of affairs and that 


nation if we continue to play the 
role of a raw material supplier. 

I do not believe that It is an 
accident that we have no flag of 
our own and that we don’t really 
know what ouX national anthem 
is. If we are smnewhat confused 
and divided ever these outward 
symbols of nationhood it is be¬ 
cause the base on which our na¬ 
tion has so far been built is not 
broad enough and we are always 
apprehensive that the whole ka- 
boodle will tip over. ,s 

There is a great danger that 
our nation will become over-de¬ 
veloped in some respects and woe¬ 
fully underdeveloped in others. 

There are many reasons for this 
danger. Among others we have 
the American tariff, the lack of 
hard money in the rest of the free 
world, the high standards of liv¬ 
ing which pre\ ail in Canada and 
which prevent our goods from en¬ 
tering into many foreign markets.

Venezuela best 
export market 
Canadian eggs 

This year, as last, Venezuela has 
been Canada’s most important ex¬ 
port market for shell eggs,' ^cord¬ 
ing to the Poultry Products Mar¬ 
ket Report. 

However, the report states, ex¬ 
ports to Venezuela this year have 
been only 1,800,000 dozen as 
against 2,700,000 dozen in the 
same period a year ago. Total 
Canadian shell egg exports to 
Venezuela last year were 3,200,000 
dozen. 

The report continues: 

“The decline in our exports can 
be largely attributed to competi¬ 
tion from the United States, the 
Netherlands and Denmark where 


the United States in 1955 is ex¬ 
pected to be about one percent 
larger than last year; in Denmark 
^vo percent and the Netherlands 
12 percent. 

“The Netherlands and Denmark 
are, at the present time, the major 
egg-exporting countries of the 
world. Indications are that they 
will continue to compete in the 
Venezuela market for some time 
to come. 

Good markets 

"South American countries 
should continue to be good mar¬ 
kets for shell eggs. Governments 
in these countries are now pro¬ 
moting their poultry industries, 
but it will undoubtedly take con¬ 
siderable time for these programs 
to become effective. At the present 
time, the majority of eggs pro¬ 
duced in South America are pro¬ 
duced on small farms from domes¬ 
tic breeds. 

“There is little fluctuation in 
egg production from year to year 
and the development of commer¬ 
cial egg production has tended to 
be slow. 

“Review of the fact that Vene¬ 
zuela, a hard currency area, can 
be expected to remain an egg im¬ 
porting country for some time, 
Canadian eggs should continue' to 
find a ready market there as long 
as they compete with other egg 
exporting countries." 1
